led to the oecupatiou of Rome by French troops, 
the suppression of the Roman Republic, ani 
the restoration of the Papal Government. 
Regard for Pius LX. either as an individual or a 
raler, has nothing to do with it. It is not in- 
tended for his advantage, but for that of Louis 
Napoleon himself, who, by such an offering to 
Buucombe, hopes to retain in his following the 
millions of zealous Catholics in France, who 
would be alienated, were he to pursue in 
Rome the policy he professes for the rest 0 
Italy, by letting the people kick the Pope over- | 
borad an put themselves under the government 
of — whether temporarily or perma- 
nently. 
But, in parsuing this course, Louis Napoleon 
bas to encounter some pretty serious diiliculties. 
Thus, in Rome itself, the Pope, the Cardinals, 
the local authorities, are all as decidedly Aus 
trian In their feelings as aux men of 
Joseph's staff. Hence result collisions and il. 
feeling not ouly between ths French officers ai: 
the higher employees of the Papal Government, 
but between the soldiery and the lower orders 
of the people who are controlled and auimated 
by the priesthood. In some instances these 
manifestations have gqne very far, but the vigil. 
ance of the French commavder-in-cbief, Gen. 
Goyon, has prevented any serious disturbance. 
He has also prevented the citizens of Rome from 
declari:g themselves in favor of the national 
movement, which would be an actof rebellion 
22 the Pope. But he has not been able to 

o this in the provincial towns; and at one oi 
these, Perugia, the Papal authorities have taken 
a bloody vengeance upon the rebels, causing 
them to be shot down without mercy by the 
Pope's Swiss mercenaries. 
Now, will Louis Napoleon allow Cardinal 
‘Antonelli to slaughter the subjects of Rome for 
expressing their sympathy with what he is do 
mg in Lombardy and their desire to aid him? 
This seems hardly possible. Or will he order 
Antonelli to stop, and compel him to obey the 
order? This would be to favor rebellion, and 
would deny to the Pope he right to suppress it. 
In that event, what becomes of the great edifice 
of Buncombe so laboriously erected for the 
benetit ot the catholics of France?

THE COR(NER’S INQUEST. 


The Coroner’s inquest on the remains 

_ Webber, whieh commenced on Saturday morn- 

ing, was concluded yesterday; and we now 

— our readers a summary of the evi- 


The first witness established the identity of 
deceased. Dr. Curtis gave a history of his 
treatment of deceased. With regard to the 
cause of death witness said: “I have assisted 
at the post mortem, and from what I now know 
of the case I think it would have been impossi- 
ble for him to recofer from the injuries received 
at the Grove; I think from the appearances 
that he must have been struck at least twice; 
possibly more; once upon the head fracturing 
the skull, aud once upon the nose fracturing 
the nasal bones,” | | 

Charles Kebler's evidence was to the effect 
that he had seen deceased at Diehl and Mutter, 
garden, at Cottage Grove, at about 5 P. M. on 
Monday, the Fourth, Witness saw the picture 
show there in the garden; after he came out, 
while seated at a table, he saw a man knocking 
down the show. He asked one of the meu why 
they knocked down the show; they replied it 
was none of bis business, and they threateney 
to kick him. He then saw two Irishmen fight- 
ing with deceased ; did not know them; one of 
them got a scantling about six or seven feet 


now in the Garden; he pulled the stick out of 
the ground and gave it to Mr. Mutter. When 
struck, Webber fell. Witness helped pick him 
up, in doing which some one kicked witness. 
The latter told Webber's wife. Witness next | 
described the stick as being as big as his wrist, 
with iron on it. Did not know the name of the 
Yankee who owned the exhibition. ‘ 
Ar. J. R. Gore, County Physician, deposed as 
follows : | 

Am County Physician; have made a post mor- 
fem on the body of deceased ; he died from the 
effects of the blow upon the head; on the right 
side of the head, near the top; the skull was 
fractured about one-third of the whole circum- 
ference of the head; a simple fracture, without 
any depression or indentation of the bone ; the 
fracture was'from the top of the head towards 
the base obliquely forward; there was also au 
effusion of blood pressing upon the brain; this 
effusion of blood was the immediate cause of 
death; he might have survived the fracture but 
not this effusion; this effusion was produced 
by the same blow which caused the fracture; 
this effusion was in such portions of the brain 
that no surgical skill could relieve him, and the 

w thus necessarily fatal; the bones 

of the nose were also fractured, by another blow 
than the one on the head; there were otber 
fractures in the skull, going to show that the 
blow was a very hard one and made with some 
heavy instrument; for insance, the plates over 
the orbits of the eyes were both brcken. 
The inquest was adjourned to Morday morn- 
ing, and at 9 o’clock A. M., it was resumed in 
the Coroner’s office. Several witnesses 
to @ similar state of facts, that on the Fourth 
of July last there was a picture panorama on 
exhibition, which some Irishmen wished to get 
admission to without paying, but when they 
were refused admission, they crawled under the 
canvass, when remonstrated with, they came 
out again and with some oaths they commenced 
tearing down the tent in which was the show.. 
Webber interfered—some witnesses said the

Some Germans cried out to 
stop the murderers, but the Irish said they were 
not the men, and in the excitement they escaped 
over the fence. | 0 
Enoch Colby saw two blows given, one by a 
man whose face he did not see, the second by 
Nicholas Grout, who as soon as he struck the 
blow dropped his stick and made for the fence. 
The man who struck the first blow might hav 
given the second. 
Charles Kelbe, recalled. He had seen Grout 
in the Marshal’s office; he was one of the men 
who tore down the fence : could not say that he 
had struck a blow.

Andrew Schneider gave a similar description 
of the row to the other witnesses. He identified 
Grout as one of the first in helping to break 
down the tent. The deceased raised a stick, 
but it caught in a tree, and before he could re- 
lease it he received a blow on the head which 
knocked him down; he received three blows 
from two different men before he fell; he iden- 
tified Grout as being the one who first attacked 
the tent, but can not swear ‘that he struck de- 
ceased. After Webber fell, two men run off; 
does not know whether Grout was one that run, 
but thought he was. 
Francis Schonwald also gave a description of 
the affray, and said he would know the man 
again who he. saw strike Webber; he was a 
large, long faced man, without whiskers. Wit- 
ness went down stairs to where Grout was con- 
fined, but failed to recognize in Grout the man 
who struck the blow, 
Mrs. Oldgrave, who with her husband had a 
stand at the Grove, had seen Grout come to 


— 


some men sitting on the fence and ask them to 


go with him; they refused, and he said: d— it, 
he would go himself; with that he went and 
tore down the tent. 

Jacob Magnus was called. He knew the man 
Who struck deceased. He was a draman; he 
lived on the patch near his house which is on 
State street near Liberty, but did not know his 
name. He could not identify Grout as one of 
the assailants. 

This closed up the evidence, and the jury 
found a verdict that the deceased came to his 
death from blows inflicted with a stick on the 
head by Nicholas Grout and some other person. 
Officer Tenbroeck on Sunday arrested Nick 
Grout, who is a saloon keeper on Canal street. 
His brother, it will be remembered, was killed 
in September last by young Barry, who is now 
in State Prison expiating the crime.

A Nice Parry.—Yesterday the police arrested 
John F. Washburn, with several aliases, who 
was sentenced to the Penitentiary escaped some 
time ago from Sheriff Wilson, going down, but 
was recaptured and has just served his time;
